APPEAL FOR MONEY WITHDRAWN. 


The Famine Committee Will Wait to See 
What Great Britain Does. 

Nxw York, Nov. 9.—The American Commit- 
tee for the Relief of Famine in Ireland issues 
the following public statement, in which it 
says: 

The American Committee for the Relief of 
Famine in Ireland temporarily withdraws its ap- 
peal to the American people. At the time that 
appeal was issued there was no reason for 
believing that the distress which would fol- 
low the failure of the potato crop in Ireland 
would be relieved otherwise than by American 
generosity. No steps bad been taken by the Brit- 
ish Government to meet the crisis. The first ef- 
fect of the action of the American committee was 
to provoke unchristian and flippant denials by 
the English Tory press that distress existed or 
that famine was threatened. Nevertheless, the 
developments of the last month have fully con- 
firmed the warning of impending calamity put 
forth in the American committee’s appeal. 

But while the physical situation in distressed 
Ireland has not altered there has been provided 
the promise at least of relief which will be ade- 
quate even to the dire nature of the distress 
which is at hand. The British Government has 
been spurred, first, to investigate through its Chief 

for Ireland the danger which threat- 
ened the lives of its people; and second, to under- 
take a system of public works in the distressed 
districts which, by affording partial relief, will at 
least postpone the invasion of the demon of famine. 
The committee has good reason for believing that 
this sudden activity on the —＋ of the British 
Government is largely due to the prompt sympa- 
thy and support spontaneously offered from this 
country, and thé committee accordingly congratu- 
lates the American people on having secured for 
the sufferers in Ireland a substantial hope of re- 
lief withoutthe expenditure of a dollar. Under 
these changed circumstances, and inasmuch as 
the British Government is now pledged to pre- 
vent distress coming to the Irish people, the 
American committee is of opinion that there may 
be no need of sending food and clothing to Ire- 
land from America. 

The statement says that the Irish envoys now 
in America ‘approve the action of the commit- 
tee. The organization of the committee will 
be kept up to see whether the British Govern- 


ment will keep its pledges or not. 
ALLEGED CASE OF BLACKMAIL. 


Wealthy Janies Tuttle Refuses to Pay $30,- 
000 to an Aggrieved Husband. 

Bosrox, Mass., Nov. 9.—[Special.]—South 
Acton, a pretty Boston suburb, 18 greatly 
shaken over a scandal involving James Tuttle, 
one of its most prominent residents. Mr. 
Tuttle is 78 years old, is worth between $300,- 
000 and $400,000, and has always taken a prom- 
inent part in town and philanthropic affairs. 
Arthur Hughes, proprietor of the village hotel, 
is the other party to the case, and he claims 
that Mr. Tuttle has alienated the affections of 
Mrs. Hughes. Mr. Hughes thinks he has been 
injured to the extent of $30,000 and is willing 
to settle on that basis.

mittee. They add he won’t do it because of 
the landslide in Pennsylvania or because of 
criticism on-his general public course, but 
merely for the reason that the honor is reall 
an empty one.

BLOODY TIMES IN THE CHINESE QUARTER 


The Rival Factions in San Francisco Try- 
ing to Exterminate Each Other. 

San Francisco, Cal, Nov. 9.—[Special.]— 

Terror reigns in the Chinese quarter of this 

city. The members of the Suey Ong Tong 


company and of the Hop Sing Tong Society 
are on the lookout to take each other’s lives. 


The gauge of battle was thrown down the Ist, 
when Wong Fook Choy was shot and killed 
in the Washington Street Theater by Dick Ah 
Ting while defending an actor from black- 
mail, The murderer, who was a member of 
the Suey Ong Tongs, escaped. Bah Guy of 
the latter society was shot and killed on 
Washington street the 3d, and a comrade, Hi 
Choy Pu, was set upon and badly beaten at 
the same time. Not content with taking a 
life for the one which they had lost, the Hop 
Sing Tongs exacted another, and the night of 
election-day Hark Ah Yoe was shot and now 
lies at the receiving hospital in a dying con- 
dition. With the exception of the first mur- 
derer, the detectives are at sea as to who did 
the shooting. The Chinese Consul has ad- 
dressed an order to the warring organizations 
commanding them to refrain from quarreling, 
but Detectives Cox and Glennon, who have 
charge of the Chmese criminal service, be- 
lieve that several more shooting affrays will 
result before the two societies will consider 
that full justice has been meted out. 


BIRCHALL WORKING THE INSANITY PLEA 


The Murderer’s Friends Claim That He Is 
of Unsound Mind, 

Orrawa, Ont., Nov. 9%—([Special.]—It is 
learned at the Department of Justice that the 
Government will not entertain the plea of in- 
sanity advanced and now being strongly 
pressed by Birchall’s relatives in England on 
his behalf. The counsel for the defense made 
a serious blunder in not entering the insanity

anarchy.”’ 

After a brief intermission, during which the 
singing societies sang and Mauritz Schultz re- 
peated a good deal of Oliver's speech in Ger- 
man, H. E. Bartholmy, the orator of the day, 
was introduced.

He made a deep impression, his de- 
livery being striking and his diction admira- 
ble. It would be useless to refer to his ideas.

‘¢Bimerson once said,”’ he began, it is not 
the fact so much as what you think of it.

„I prefaced my address with these pre- 
liminary observations in order that you might 
better understand the position I occupy, or at 
least endeavor to occupy, in considering what 
I regard no ordinary, insignificant event, but, 
on the other hand, the most stirring, signifi- 
cant, and pregnant occurrence since the hang- 
ing of John Brown—the hanging of the Chi- 
eago Anarchists.

WILL MOVE TO INDIANA. 


Packing-House Firms to Abandon the 
Stock- Yards, 

Three events of importance to packing- 
house men and the beéf-eating public hap- 
pened last week. The price of canned meats 
was advanced one-fourth of .a cent per pound, 
quotations on tinplate went up, and a large 
investment in real estate was made by packers. 

Several Stock-Yards men have denied that 
the packing firms contemplate a removal of 
their plants from the Stock-Yards. int 
would seem to have been settled by state- 
ment of Mr. P. D. Armour published in Tus 
Txrsune of yesterday. Five thousand acres of 
land near Hammond and twenty miles from 
Chicago have been purchased by a syndicate 
in which Libby, McNeill & Labby, P. D.“ Ar- 
mour & Co., Nelson Morris & Co., and Swift & 
Co. are interested. As a general rule packing 
house firms do not invest in real estate as a 
matter of speculation, and the custom has not 
been violated in this case. It is not yet known 
when the removal will be made, but it is un- 
derstood that work on the new packing-houses 
will be begun as soon as practicable and has- 
tened to completion. 

In conversing on the subject yesterday Mr. 
Nelson Morris said:

Otherwise, why would we have pur- 
chased the property? My own firm, the

The 
new plants will be equipped with all the 
latest appliances for packing, and will be 
great improvements upon our present loca- 
tions.” 

What caused the recent advance in the 
price of canned meats?” 

It was made necessary by the rise in the 
price ot tinplate, which rise was due to the 
going into effect of the McKinley bill. Cattle 
were already so low that the farmers could 
not stand another cut, and dressed 
beef was so low that we could 
not let it remain at the old 


price and pay more for our tin. So we had 


to raise the price; there was no other alter- 
native, It is not at all likely that there will 
be another advance in the price of meats this 
winter, although I look for better prices in 
the spring. 

„The farmers and packing-house men,” 
continued Mr. Morris, becoming interested in 
the subject, have suffered greatly by the leg- 
islation of the last few years and are the prin- 
cipal ones harmed by the new Tariff bill, al- 
though in the advance on the plate every one 
is indirectly taxed. Prices on all classes of 
canned goods have gone up in order that the 
owners of a few undeveloped tin mines in this 
country might work their ores. 

Under the present conditions live stock is 
low. and after it is converted into beef there 
is no money in it. Under the new Tariff bill 
hides are admitted free of duty and skins are 
sent from the Argentine Republic, where cat- 
tle are from $8 to $5 per head, to New York 
as cheaply as we can ship hides from Chicago 
to the same point. Never in my remem- 
brance have hides been so low. We 
might make money manufacturing 
leather in ths country, but Germany, 
which was one of our principal mar- 
kets, has placed a 45 per cent duty on 
leather and we are barred out of that oro, 
Horns, tallow, and glue are also on free 
list. and we cannot compete even in America 


with the South American products, 


„We get almost nothing for our tallow. 
Before the passage of the Oleomargarine law, 


which was enacted in the interests of the 


dairy men, we could work our tallow into this 
product and make a profit out of it. England, 
where one-half of our oleomargarine was con- 
sumed, followed the American law with one 
even more stringent, so that there is now 
practically no market open. 

“Secretary Rusk saw what effect the Mo- 
Kinley bill would have on the hide business, 
and worked hard to have a tariff imposed. 
He told me as late as last week that he 
thought the free listing of hides was a serious 
mistake.

D. SCOVILLE OF WOOSTER, o. 


The United States Compromised by a Policy 
of Non-Enforcement of Sunday Observ- 
ance-—The Bible and the Public Schools 
An Immense Crowd Makes It Neces- 
sary to Lock the Doors of Grace Church 
—Other Religious Services. 

Sunday observance was the topic that drew 
a large audience to Farwell Hall yesterday 
afternoon. The principal address was made 
by the Rey. Dr. F. D. Scoville of Wooster, O. 

** We see just enough good among the mass 
of the evil,” said he, “to teach us that 
the struggle is one for existence; that 
the odds (God omitted) are heavily against 
us; that our own torces are unper- 
fectly awakened and organized, and that the 
noble position of the United States before the 
world is seriously compromised. The sit- 
uation is therefore as full of interest as the 
Sabbath is of importance. It 1s the key to 
the moral arch on which alone national safety 
can be built. Then situation as 
to our Sunday laws is one of keen 
and vivid and critical interest. We can 
rest assured that the unchecked non- 
observance of Sunday laws will lead to their 
total abolition. Observation shows it; the 
logic of the case demands it. Interests tram 
meled by law vociferate fur it. Unbelief 
joins hands with these interests. Human na- 
ture sees its opportunity for indulgence, and 
social forces are engaged in demolishing that 
respect for law, without which law in a free 
country cannot endure. 

“Is the Sabbath law dying by inanition? 
No; that is too slow a process for America. 
The axis already not only laid at the root 
of the tree by all changing opinions, but is 
actuaily uplifted in the strong cry of organ- 
ized thousands in our country. They say all 
laws protecting the Sabbath and all 
based on Cbristian moralty must be 
repealed. There is no possibility 
of crying ‘peace’ on this question. 
The conflict is on. Nay, some outworks are 
taken, some guns are already sent southward, 
some treason is whispered in our own ranks. 
O, I wonder when we shall hear the Sumter 
shot -since it must come—which shall rouse 
the patient, slumbering force of the Christian 
Nation to the realization that a greater loss 
than one-half its territory is imminent.” 

How Shall It Be Met? 

The speaker continued: é 

How shall we meet the situation? We mus 
make spiritual preparation for the conflict. In a 
good sense we must train for it. We must realize 
the heroism and self-denial which may be re- 
quired of us, and must not wince or flinch. In- 
crease our faitn in God. This is the 
way to move mountains. Can anything 
be so sure as working in the line of 
the Ten Commandments? Deepen our spirit- 
uality ; worldliness will sap our energies. Renew 
our own convictions by intelligent faith and by 
studying the subject. Collect and marshal the 
facts. Know the ts. The course of the 


argumen 
argument for the right of the Sunday laws seems 


to be about as follows: 

1. Sabbath laws are scriptural. 

2. Sabbath laws have always been ecclesiastic- 
ally indorsed. : 

3. The Sabbath laws are habitual. 

They are in our country by possession, by his- 
tory, and by choice. They have all the force of 
long-maintained custom. They are recognized as 
national characteristics by those looking upon us 
from without. The vital constitution of the people 
is presumably under them, and that is more than 
the written constitution. The Sabbath law is co- 
incicent with our origin as a Commonwealth, and 
the spirit of the law was even earlier than that. 
The Sabbath laws are in legal possession. Sun- 
day laws have invariably been sustained wherever 
a judicial decision has been given. The dispos- 
sessors of Sabbath laws sometimes forget that 
they have undertaken to turn back the etiff cur- 
rent of Anglo-Saxon development. The American 
Sabbath has a manly grip and a quiet, strong way 
of holding its own which sometimes becomes visi- 
ble, notwithstanding many babblings and surface 


Why shouldn't they hold their own tenaciously 
when their period of possession has been the fair- 
est and strongest portion of the world’s history? 
That is a considerable claim, but England since 
the Puritans and America’s first century make it 
good in the cool court of philosophical history. 
Where has there ever been such a period of prog- 
ress, and when has the progress been so evidently 
due to moral forces? And what growths of Na- 
tional resources are there like those of England 

and America under these Sabbath laws? 
Help That Will Come. 

There is no presumption in asserting that such 
laws must be right; the innermost essence of our 
race character is in them. It is certainly right to 
hold what in a deep and true sense holds us to- 
gether. We must educate our constituency by 
means of the pulpit, the press, the platform. Reach 
the Christian people and stir up moral indignation. 
Meet fairly and fully the difficulties and objec- 
tions. Strive mightily to reach through local or- 
ganizations every infringement of the laws. The

Then the clergyman turned his attention to 
a discussion of things that would make mar- 
ried life happy, and said that he had one thing 
to say to husbands and another to wives. To 
the men he would say that they were not to be 
ati in money matters; that a woman need- 
od things to make her happy that, while they 
might seem frivolous in their nature to men, 
were in reality a necessity. A man crabbed in 
money matters might be sure of an unhappy 
home. The oly way was to put a balance in 
the bank and then say to your wife as you put 
a check book in her hand-. We are not rich, 
but half of what we have is yours. I trust to 

ou to do what is right with the half of our 
ittle pile. 

To the wife the doctor would say that she 
ought not to attempt to put on style. Let 
American women be satistied with a home 
conducted on simple and hospitable lines, 
said he. Many a woman has fretted her 
life out by trying to keep in style. She wants 
to get ‘ into the swim,’ and the first thing she 
knows she will be in the sink. 

Let a couple have love enough in the

GOD'S WILL AND MAN’S IDEAS, 


Dr. Thomas Preaches at the Columbia Thea- 
ter—Other Sermons. 

At the Columbia Theater yesterday morning 
the Rev. Dr. Thomas preached from the text 
found jn Matthew, 6th chapter, 10th verse: 
“Thy kingdom come, thy will be done.“ 

“The difference between a child and a 
man,“ said Dr. Thomas, is the depth of 
thought and the wealth of experience of the 
latter. It is only until those have been ac- 
quired that man begins to comprehend that 
there is an ideal and an unattainable something 
to which the human race journeys. There is 
nothing more’ marked and significant in the 
ex periences of life than the dawning of these 
higher thoughts. When one comesto them he 
comes to the realization of God. He recog- 
nizes that there is one humanity, one universe, 
bound together by the love and wisdom of the 
overruling Father. That, broadly stated, is 
religion. There are some for whom there is 
no beyond the cypress tree. They are a 
schoo! of teachers ever with their eyes 
fixed upon the past. Their lives are 
a doleful lament over something that 
was but is not; who look to regaining 
something that was lost. The effect of their 
teaching is depressing and discouraging to the 
free range of thought. There is, it is true, the 
truth in this conception of the finished—the 
unchangeably infinite—that there is God back 
ofit. But it is not best to conceive of God 
creating in unchangeable molds, but rather 
that he is a spirit, personalizing his own con- 
sciousness and love jn our beings. 

We should rather feel that we have seen 
a light and that our thought is just beginning 
to „It is not best to think of the ma- 
te creation as something accomplished, 
The formative process is still active in the 
countless sphere of the heavens. Astral pho- 
tography is revealing many wonders which 
the glasses of the largest power have failed to 
bring to view.

SUMMARY OF THE : FINANCIAL SITUA. 


The feature of the week has been the com- 
plete demoralization in the New York stock 
market. Every day marked a decline, mod- 

erate at first, but ending with a headlong rush 
that made the break the most notable of any 
Since 1884. It was given impetus Friday by 
the raising of the Bank of England 
rate of t, and the downward move- 
ment was again helped Saturday by an ex- 
tremely unfavorable bank statement in New 
York. The greatest sufferers in the decli 
were the Grangerjroads.

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THE TICKET SCALPERS. 

The Western Passenger Association through 
its Chairman is engaged in the praiseworthy 
effort to put a stop to ticket scalping. It is 
proposed to drive trom the field the men who 
have for many years done a thriving business 
unofficially in buying and selling railroad 
tickets. The proposition now is to take away 
their means of support by reducing regular 
tariff rates to those asked by the brokers 
whenever the latter are found to be under- 
selling. If this is ineffectual another plan is 
to be tried, 
There are three ways in which the scalper 
can obtain tickets out of which he can make 
a profit. First, by buying from original pur- 
chasers who do not want to use them ; second, 
by stealing them either in person ur by proxy; 
or third, by collusion with an official. Busi- 
ness in the first line is not sufficiently large 
to cause trouble or pay a big profit, except in 
the coupon part of it, for which the railroads 
are mostly responsible, and thero should be 
no objection to allowing the resale ot a ticket 
when altering circumstances have caused the 
purchaser not to want to use it. The second 
plan is so risky that it is seldom tried. Hence 
the last-named method of getting hold of the 
tickets is the one most resorted to, and 
without it the occupation of the 
scalper would not be profitable. The rail- 
road officials themselves are the most to blame 
for the evil. The officials who are supposed 
to be charged with the maintenance of rates 
and the duty of seeing that all the patrons of 
the line are put on equal terms are the ones 
from whose hands pass into those of the scalp- 
ing fraternity the big blocks of tickets that 
the latter offer every now and then at a heavy 
discount. No one can doubt that they have 
an object in this mean business or that it is a 
sordid one. Unless the act meant a direct and 
important gain to themselves, or to some one 
under whose orders they are acting, the of- 
ficia's would never form business relat.ons 
with law-breakers, which the scalpers are de- 
clared to be. The plea that it is necessary in 
this manner to obtam patronage for the road 
is little better than eo much moonshine. After 
taking out the discount conceded by the scalp- 
er and his commission there is not much left 
for the treasury of the line, even if the amount 
be not subject to further deduction before 
landing in that place. Meanwhile the regular 

r, who buys his tickets from the of- 
fices of the company, has to pay full rates, and 
naturally feels outraged when he finds a fel- 
low traveler using a ticket that cost perhaps 
50 per cent less. 

The fact that the officials of any line have 
voluntarily accepted a named price for pas- 
senger service, except in the case of excur- 
sions otherwise publicly announced, ought to 
be regarded by the Inter-State Commission 
as proof positive that the road is able and 
willing to do business for the public at the 
figure stated. If it were once known that on 
the fact of such a “cut” being proven the 
rate accepted under it must become the open 
tariff rate on that road for, say, the twelve 
months next ensuing, there would be little 
further trouble in the matter. It would not 
then be necessary to talk about prosecuting 
the scalpers and driving them out of business 
by law. They could not continue to do busi- 
ness after their sleeping partners had with- 
drawn from the firm. 


THEY WENT BLINDLY TO THEIR FATE. 

There were élected to the House of Repre- 
sentatives from the free States in 1852 50 
Whigs, 90 Democrats, and 3 Free-Soilers. 
That was the House which passed the Kansas- 
Nebraska bill. At the election of 1854 the 
same free States returned to the House 117 
Anti-Nebraska men, 22 Democrats, and 3 pro- 
slavery Whigs and Know-Nothings.

Of the Republicans who voted for the Mc- 
Kinley bill many did so with great reluctance, 
knowing it was wrong. They swallowed it be 
cause the caucus ordered it. But not a soli- 
tary member seems to have had up to election 
night the least idea what the effect of the 
passage of the bill would be on the voters. 
Not one of those defeated Congress- 
men who are saying that if the election had 
been delayed a few months he would have 
fared better has owned up that he had the 
least idea he was going to be whipped out 
of his boots. Had all the Republicans who 
have been beaten expected it they would not 
have voted for the bill. They have shown sim- 
ply their utter ignorance of popular sentiment 
and their unfitness to be party leaders, for it 
is not good leadership to pass an economic 
bill which smashes a party even temporarily. 

Even after these Congressmen had been 
home for a little while and had been around 
some among their constituents they were still 
unable to see any signs of the coming earth- 
quake, consequently they did not apologize for 
their bill but defended it. They did not ad- 
mit that it had mistakes which the peculiar 
workings of a conference committee made it 
impossible to correct at the moment, but 
which would be remedied at the next session. 
They stood up for the worst features of the 
bill defiantly. They held up little pails made 
of American tinplate, and expected that 
would reconcile their hearers to dearer tin 
goods.

“BEHOLD HOW GREAT A MATTER A LIT- 
TLE FIRE KINDLETH.” 

The inefficiency of the old law on the sub- 
ject of compulsory school attendance moved 
the Chicago Board of Education, acting with 
citizens representing Roman Catholic and 
German Lutheran and Scandinavian Lutheran 
parochial schools, to draft a new law on the 
subject. One was prepared which was satis- 
factory to all interests concerned and which 
it was believed would do away with most of 
the evils of truancy. It was sent to Spring- 
field in the winter of 1889, was introduced in 
the House, passed by it with practical unanim- 
ity, both parties voting for it, and was sent 
to the Senate. 

It is charged that if Mr. Edwards, State Su- 
perintendent of Education, had kept his 
finger out of the pie the Senate would have 
passed the bill unaltered as it came from the 
House, and it would have created no excite- 
ment. Not a solitary German Lutheran would 
have seen any harminit. But the German 
Lutherans think that Mr. Edwards was not 
willing to leave well enough alone. The bill 
was altered by somebody by the insertion of 
paragraphs giving directors of school boards 
power to approve of private schools. The 
Senate passed it in its amended form in the 
closing. days of the session—both parties 
voting for it, and the House concurred, not no- 
ticing the effect of the alterations. 

The Lutherans charge Mr. Edwards with 
slipping in these obnoxious provisions. He 
denies it, and says they were the work of cer- 
tain schoolmasters, and that he was merely 
passive he stood by and saw it done. That 
still leaves the responsibility on him, the 
Lutherans contend. When the Senate Com- 
mittee on Education saw that these proposed 
amendments were not opposed by the head of 
the State school. system its members were 
justified in believing that he favored them. 

When the German Lutherans learned what 
the new law was they took fire at once. They 
objected to giving school boards power to 
“‘approve’”’ their private schools, They ob- 
jected to being ordered to do what they said 
they were doing. They claimed that with 
hardly an .exception English was taught in 
their parochial schools—at least so far’ as 
reading and writing were concerned. They 
protested also against a dictation of the 
course of study in their institutions. They 
said that they did not care what was done or 
taught in the schools supported by public 
funds, but they wished no interference with 
their own private schools supported by them- 
selves, especially when it was unnecessary 
from their point of view. , 

Both parties agreed in their State platform 
to remedy the mistakes of the law by amend- 
ments this winter. This was proper, as both 
were responsible for its passage. Had mat- 
ters stopped there all might have gone well, 
but certain unreflecting, sensational people 
raised the wild cry that the little red 
school-house was in danger and tried to get 
the Republicans to make that the issue. Tun 
Tsun kept its head, but others were not 
equally cool and insisted on forcing the ques- 
tion into the campaign asthe burning issue, 


as was being done in Wisconsin. 


The reply of the Democrats was immediate, 
and it appears it was convincing. They told 
their people that the common schools were 
menaced by no one, that the Lutherans did 
not care what laws were passed about them, 
and certainly had no objection to compulsory 
education or the teaching of English; that the 
Lutherans were on the defensive, not the of- 
fensive, and were fighting merely to preserve 
their own private schools from interference 
by the public. school boards. The Democratic 
voters believed this and stuck to their ‘ticket 
both here and in Wisconsin. 

But the German Lutherans saw on one 
ticket the name of Mr. Edwards, whom they 
held responsible for the offensive features of 
the bill and whose campaign speeches were 
not conciliatory, and on the other that of Mr. 
Raab, who they knew was on their side. 
Therefore they threw all their strength for the 
latter, and most of them for the ticket he was 
on. The result was the election of the State 
officers by the Democrate—one by 8,000 and 
the other by 36,000 majority—and the capture 
by them of the Legislature. So much for 
Illinois.
